It may be banned from school 
I property only if its distribution materially and substan-l 
Itially interferes with school activities. Some minor 
I disruptions are tolerated though. The school may not 
I pass a regulation banning distribution of literature 
I that may cause disruptions. In certain cases courts have] 
■permitted administrators to prohibit distribution i 

I where imminent violence was reasonably feared. Students/ 
Ido nave the right to pass out leaflets in classrooms
